Two witnesses 
who might have thrown needed light on the volume 
and tangled methods of Newberry campaign finance 
were not called. One of them—Henry B. Joy, a 
brother-in-law of Newberry, who admits having con- 
tributed $25,000 and may have given much more—was 
excused on the plea of illness. It was suggested by 
the Ford attorneys that they examine Joy in the 
quiet of his Detroit office, but that was refused by 
Chairman Spencer, who at last grudgingiy consented to 
let the Ford attorneys prepare a list of written ques- 
tions which the committee will submit to Joy. An- 
other witness, B. F. Emery, is in Canada, reputed- 
ly recovering from an automobile accident. 

Besides the missing witnesses there is the mys- 
terious disappearance of.all the books and records 
of the campaign, according to the testimony of Fred- 
erick B. Smith, confidentia! financial agent of the 
Newberry family. Astonishment was expressed by 
one of the committee that records of such importance 
should be lost, but Chairman Spencer manifested no 
emotion of any kind. 

There is one item of evidence, however, which 
neither chance, strategy nor the solicitude of a 
friendly committee was able to keep out of the 
record. That is the admission of Confidential. Finan- 
cial Agent Smith that on July 28, 1918, he had a tele- 
phone conversation with Commodore Newberry, in 
which the latter “kicked about the balances,” and 
wanted to know when the campaign expenditures 
would cease. Such testimony raises a question as to 
the truthfulness of Newberry’s affidavit that the vast 
slush fund used to nominate and elect him was ex- 
pended without his knowledge or consent—an affi- 
davit that popular judgment had never accepted. 

The assault upon the ballot by Newberry and his 
friends is a. shocking crime, from which the Re- 
publican party has already reaped ill-gotten gains. 
But the task of-whitewashing that crime and com- 
pounding the felony is one from which even the Pro- 
tean Spencer might well shrink.

So far as Great Britain is concerned the door is 
open for a conference dn the limitation of arma- 
ments. 

In his address to the imperial conference in Lon- 
don Premier Lloyd, George said: 


We are ready to discuss with American states- 
men any proposal for limitation of armaments 
which they wish to set out, and we can undertake 
that no such overtures will find lack of willing- 
ness on our part to meet them. 


Again speaking of Britain’s desire to work with 
the great republic in all parts of the world, Mr. 
George added: 


Like it, we desire to avoid the growth of arma- 
ments, whether in the Pacific or elsewhere, and 
we rejoice that American opinion should be show- 
ing so much earnestness in that direction at the 
present time. 


The British Premier supplemented his offer to co- 
operate in limiting armaments with the reminder 
that the life of the United Kingdom and its provinces; ji 
has been built upon sta power, which is the basis 
of its existence, But this doesenot prevent an agree- 
ment with the naval Powers to check competitive

naval construction and limit navies. Sea power is 
relative. So long as other naval Powers continue 


building greater navies, Britain must, continue to in- 
crease her sea power to meet competition and the 
inevitable consequence of competition—attack. 

In the decade before the late war Britain felt forced 
to undertake increasingly large naval programs be- 
cause Germany was continually increasing her naval 
strength. But in an agreement between the three! | 
great naval Powers to reduce armaments Britain, | 
has nothing to fear. The competition will be off. : 

An agreement to limit armaments will accomplish 
more than checking competition. It will tend to al- 1 
lay fear and distrust. With @ fair, open understand- 
ing that none of the nations want to attack another, 
but is willing to cheek armament construction, fear 
and distrust, which are the prolific promoters of 
ermament and friction leading to war, will be greatly 
lessened. 

What has President Harding to say, after Premier 
George’s advance? Can he afford to be less frank, 
less ‘willing to limit armaments and lift the burden 
of taxation from the shoulders of the American peo-| 
ple and less eager to lessen the menace of war? Are. 
we more militaristic than Great Britain? Have we 
warlike ambitions? 

If there is a grain of sincerity in Mr. Harding's | 
expression of desire to rid the world of militarism 
and work for peace he will promptly meet the offer 
of Mr. George with the right word.

The State has within its hands the power to force a 
reasonable price for the millions of dollars’ worth of 
materials which it will need in the construction of 
permanent roads, bridges and culverts. With the 
power in its possession why should it not be given 
the means? Such means would be laws whereby the 
State, thwarted in its endeavors to purchase, at a 
fair price, the necessary quantities of materials, would 
be empowered to acquire its own plants.

THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
KEAR ADMIRAL BRADLEY A. FISKE in North 
American Review. 

VEN if the Filipinos should prove their ca- 

pacity to govern themselves, they cannot pos 
sibly prove their capacity to protect themselves 
against any strong nation desiring to possess them; 
aud no islands of their great area and richness 
in all kinds of natural resources can safely be left 
unprotected in these days of annexation and colo- 
nization. Again, if the islands were given to the 
Filipinos, would they retain them long? Is there 
any other equally large and valuable tract of land 
in the possession of any people, so helpless against 
attack as the Philippine Islands would be if our 
protection should be withdrawn? Four courses 
of action seem to be open to us: 1. Defend the 
islands; a thing easily done, using airplanes, sub- 
marines, mines, etc. 2. Leave them defenseless 
ac they practically are now, with the virtual cer- 
tainty that they will be taken by an enemy some 
day, and we forced to send the most extensive 
expedition ever known to retake them. If we 
should succeed, the islands would continue to 
telong to us. 3. Give them to the Filipinos 
with no guarantee of protection from us. In 
this case the islands will surely be taken not long 
afterward by some country. 4. Give them to the 
Filipinos with the guarantee of our protection. In 
this case, the difficulties and cost of the expedl- 
tfon to retake them after capture will be identical 
with those in case 2; but the islands, instead of 
helonging to us after the crushing expense and 
logs of life of the expedition, will (in case of suc- 
cess) belong not to us but to the Filipinos. But 
there is a powerful reason for defending the 
islands that is apart from any question of having 
to retake them: that then we shall be as etrong 
in the West Pacific as any other nation. We 
shall ‘be just as able to protect our merchants and 
our shipping, and just as well placed for trading 
direct with China. We shall be even better placed 
in some ways; for while the Philippines have as 
e£00d harbors as Japan, they are nearer to the 
ports of Europe by way of the Mediterranean. 
Ir. fact, they are directly between the Mediter- 
ranean and Japan. 

COLLEGE EDUCATION. 

From the Portland Oregonian. 
OMING from a student publication, the charge 
made by the Pennsylvanian, the campus daily 
newspaper of the University of Pennsylvania, that 
“the average college student is deficient In ability to 
write or te do a sum ifn arithmetic,” is likely to re- 
ceive more atientiun than mere carping criti- 
cian by an outsider, but it does not expose a new 
condition. It has long been complained by em- 
ployers of college graduates that this particular 
defect is noticeable. The fault is attributed by the 
puDlication to lack of sufficient training in the 
grammar echool, and it is proposed as a remedy 
that universities increase their entrance require- 
ments in this regard. The influence of the un!- 
versity on standards in the lower grades is so grea’ 
that the suggestion is worth considering. [It is 
true that only a relatively small proportion of 
those in the intermediate schools enter college, but 
it is true, too, that intermediate curricula are

The combination 
proves disastrous to middle-aged and 
elderly men with flabby heart mus- 


The first thing to do in an attack 
of this nature is to loosen the cloth-!| 
ing. so relleving the distension and 
assisting the circulation, follow im- 
mediately with a heavy dose of bi- 
carbonate of soda in a glass of quite 
hot water. The action of this ia 
twofold; the soda by bringing up the 
gas, allays the pain: the hot water 
dissolves the heavy masse of food and 
assists its rapid propulsion into the 
smallintestine.
